An 
indisposition of a few days stand- 
ing had suddenly turned danger- 
ous yesterday afternoon when he 
suffered an internal 
hemmor- 


rhage. He had rallied and was 
expected to last through the 
night at least when late at night 
unexpectedly, he was stricken by 
a second hemorrhage; Death 
then was inevitable. 
With his was Mrs. Overman, 


who has shared his life since 
1818, and one daughter, Mrs. E. 
N. Snow, of Washington." Two 
other daughters, Mrs. E. G. Greg- 
ory and Mrs. Gilbert Hambly, 
were expected to arrive today 
!rom Salisbury, the senator's 
North Carolina home. His body 
will be taken there for burial. 


After a political career already 


distinguished, Overman entered 
the senate to 1903 and soon be- 
came a leading figure to the 
democratic party ranks.

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BIG VEGETABLE EATERS 


••Americans like vegetables — and they appear 


to like them better each year," says B. C. Boree, 
marketing specialist in the United States depart? 
ment of agriculture. 


••The annual gam of at least 1,500,000 in 


population does not explain all the increases in 
acreage and production of truck crops: Our 
appetite for vegetables seems to *>e growing, both 
because of encouragement from health authori- 
ties and because it is now possible to have a wide 
variety of fresh vegetables the year round." 


A great volume of truck is hauled to the city 


from nearby farms, says Mr. Boree, who also em- 
phasizes developments in car lot movements of 
vegetables in the last dozen years. In 1918 the 
United States department of Agriculture collect- 
ed reports of the movement of about 145,000 cars 
of seventeen leading truck crops. 


Last year shipments of tne same products filled 


350,000 cars, or more than dbutole the movement 
ten years ago. This does not include shipments 
of the important field crop vegetables such as 
potatoes and sweet potatoes. Neither does tt in- 
clude much of the green products usea by 
canning factories. -In other words," says Mr. 
Boree, "while the population increased about 15 
per cent, car lot shipments of vegetables in- 
creased 140 per cent. Lettuce, green peas, spin- 
ach, 
string beans, celery and cucumbers have 


made especially noticeable gains. 


Shipments of lettuce are now seven times as 


great as they were ten years ago, and range from 


40,000 to 50,000 cars annually. Most of this let- 
tuce originates in the far southwest, and ends its 
journey in the markets of the northeastern coast 
cities after about as long a journey as is possible 
within our continental borders."
